I beg  to  present  my  seventh  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  195'  w 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  ste.te  that  it  was 
another  good  year  for  health  in  the  district,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  a particularly  wet  year. 

The  estimated  popifLation  v/as  slightly  less  again, 
a reduction  of  ten  this  year.  The  number  of  births  v^ras  the  same  as  the 
previous  year  but  there  was  an  increase  of  seven  in  the  deaths. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  only  three 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  v/ere  notified  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease. 

Measles  was  fairly  prevalent  during  part  of  the  year 
but  this  v/as  general  throughout  the  country, 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  assistance  and  also 
other  Members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest 
and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,

For  at  least  eleven  years  no  dir-latiifjriahas  occured  in  the  area  and 
no  cane  was  notified  in  the  County  but  a reminder  is  required  that  the 
disease  might  recur  in  this  district  if  a high  level  of  immunity  is  not 
maintained  in  children.  Parents  should  therefore  ensure  that  their  own 
children  are  protected  by  obtaining  the  necessary  inoculations  from  their 
family  doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  which  is  held  on  alternate 
Wednesday  afternoons  at  Bethesda  Chapel  Vestiy  from  2-4  P»ni. 

During  1958  29  children  under  5 years  of  age  received  combined 

inoculations  agai.nst  di  t •.  ria  and  T/hooping  cough  and  one  booster  dose 
was  given.  Three  other  children  received  inoculations  against 
dip!  t’  riaonly. 

In  addition,  a number  of  infants  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox 
by  their  family  doctor  or  at  the  Clinic,  Separate  figures  for  Cwmamman  are 
not  available  but  in  the  whole  County  1,140  infants,  estimated  as  47.62^ 
of  the  total  births  registered  for  the  year,  received  this  vaccination.

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SAMTARY  ADMIMSTRATION 

WATER  SUPHY 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  district  v/as,  throughout  the  year,  plentiful, 
as,  when  the  local  sources  of  supply  at  Glyndraenog  and  G.vmpedol  did  not  3deld 
sufficient,  the  deficieixsy  was  supplied  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board,  a bulk 
supply  arrangement  being  in  operation.  The  chlorination  plant  has  worked 
satisfactorily,  frequent  samples  being  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  so  as 
to  safeguard  the  health  of  consumers . Saiiples  are  submitted  regularly  for  chemical 
analysis,  and  results  are  uniformly  good. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SE\?ERAGE 

The  sev/ers  have  worked  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  system  is 
by  gravitation  to  disposal  works  at  Pantyffynnon,  w'hich  works  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sev/erage  Board,  There  is  no  question  that  the  sewers  are 
sufficiently  large  to  deal  adequately  with  the  needs  of  the  district,  but  some 
additional  facilities  are  needed  to  deal  with  excessive  flov/s  of  storm  water  on 
occasion, 

RIVERS  POLLUTION 

No  serious  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  has  occurred.  The 
South  West  Wales  Rivers  Board  is  the  rivers  pollution  authority  for  the  area.  Such 
pollution  as  there  is  in  existence  is  a result  of  coal-mining  effluents  being 
discharged  into  the  streams  vdthout  having  had  sufficient  time  for  settlement  of 
suspended  matter.  The  Rivers  Board  is  watching  the  position  carefully.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  - DRY  PJiRTSE 

The  Council  imdertake  the  removal  of  all  Dry  Refuse,  collection  being 
i^ade  by  the  Council  Loriy  twice  weekly  from  all  parts  of  the  district.  The  Refuse 
v;hen  collected,  is  tipped  at  Neuadd  Farm  and  Penybont,  In  my  opinion,  steps  should 
be  taken  to  enforce  the  provision’ by  householders  of  proper  dustbins,  as  all  kinds 
of  insanitary  receptacles  are  now  used.  It  has  always  been  the  exception  to  see  a 
proper  covered  dustbin  in  the  streets  of  the  district,  all  kinds  of  boxes,  tins  and 
buckets  being  used  for  the  purpose.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  75  of  the 
Riblic  Health  Act,  1936,  the  provision  of  a proper  covered  dustbin  can  be  enforced.

Fisheries,  and,  v;hile  this  continues,  v/ork  can  be  carided  on  v/ithout  too  great  a 
financial  burden  being  carried  by  the  rates. 

Large  numbers  of  rats  are  destroyed  by  following  U]p  complaints  received 
from  householders.  The  Mnistry  scheme  is  due  to  end  early  in  1959,  so  that  the 
cost  will  have  to  be  borne  locally  in  future.
